Bluenoses who predicted the moral downfall of 
Alberta when dining and cocktail lounges became 
licensed must have been disconcerted by the recent 
statement by the chairman of the Alberta Liquor Con¬ 
trol Board that the new liquor outlets have not in¬ 
creased the consumption of liquor to any great ex¬ 
tent and that the main effect of the licensing has been 
an increase in food sales. 

In 49 licensed outlets last year, liquor sales were 
less than half the dollar volume of their food sales, 
and this with the average cocktail costing 70 to 80 
cents. There is a definite trend on the part of the pub¬ 
lic to patronize the licensed restaurants because of 
the high standard they provide. The higher standard 
of restaurant service is being reflected in the un¬ 
licensed restaurants which are being forced to im¬ 
prove to meet the competition.

At all clinics, Polio Vaccination will 
be given to all persons wishing it. 

These well-baby clinics are held for the purpose of weighing 
and measuring infants and toddlers, and discussing any pro¬ 
blems with parents regarding feeding, training and general care. 
Your child should be immunized at the following times: Start¬ 
ing at three months of age, a series of four doses, three at 
monthly intervals and the fourth, six months later, of the com¬ 
bined vaccine containing diphtheria, whooping cough, tetanus 
and polio (D.P.T. Polio). A booster dose of the above vaccine 
should be given at three years of age. A further booster, 
Diphtheria. Tetanus and Polio (D.T. Polio) should be given 
prior to school entrance. 

Smallpox vaccination should be started any time after three 
months of age and before the child is one year old with revac¬ 
cination taking place every fifth year thereafter. 

There is no charge at these clinics which are a service of the 
Foothills Health Unit. 


ADVOCATE CLASSIFIEDS BRING SPEEDY RESULTS 


The financial statement of the 
Memorial Swimming Pool, operat¬ 
ed by the Vulcan Lions Club has 
been made up and presented to 
club members, and appears as an 
advertisement elsewhere in this 
issue. 

Normally showing a deficit of 
between $1,000 and $1,500, this 
year’s statement betters the $1,500 
figure by over $2,300 and 1960 goes 
down as a year of major renova¬ 
tion at the pool. The heavy invest¬ 
ment has been coming for the past 
several seasons and was made 
ncessary as a result of inspection 
this spring by provincial health 
authorities. 

Running from May 24 to Sept. 
5, the pool was blessed with a long, 
almost unbroken season of warm 
weather and receipts totalled 
$3,006.10. Normal operating ex¬ 
penses totalled $4,593.14 and the 
cost of improvements at $2,366.85 
brought the final total to $6,959.99, 
leaving an overall deficit of 
$3,953.89. 

Cost of converting to gas was 
considerable and the use of gas 
over coal has added to the annual 
expenditure. 

Don Buehler was employed as 
plant manager, Mrs. Sharon Oltean 
was swimming instructress and 
two life guards, Jean Ann Mat- 
lock and Kathleen Haverty, were 
on staff. 

Season ticket costs were $6 for 
adults, $5 for students and $3 for 
children under 12. Adult cost per 
swim was 50c, while for children 
the cost was 25c.
